School forced to employ security guard to 
stop ‘selfish’ school-run mums

A school has been forced to em¬ 
ploy a security guard after selfish 
and abusive parents repeatedly ig¬ 
nored requests not to jeopardise 
safety by using a staff car park. 

West Ewell Infants School, in 
Ruxley Lane, Ewell, informed par¬ 
ents on Friday, January 24, that a 
security guard would be stationed 
in its car park during the school 
day to prevent parents from driv¬ 
ing into it to drop-off and pick-up 
their youngsters. 

It said it needed to safeguard its 
children, following an incident a 
week earlier in which a fire en¬ 
gine, which was called to a non¬ 
emergency incident at the school, 
could not enter the car park be¬ 
cause it was congested with par¬ 
ents’ cars. 

A concerned parent, who wished 
to remain anonymous, said that 
despite warnings a handful of par¬ 
ents had been driving into the 
temporary staff car park for a 
year since building work started 
to extend the school to accommo¬ 
date four-form entry. 

The parent, who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous, said: “Some 
parents, instead of parking a five- 
minute walk away, are driving 
into the school car park, which is 
very dangerous. A minority of 
selfish parents are not following 
school rules and costing the 
school how much per day by forc¬ 
ing them to have a security guard

to safeguard the children? 

“And the school is always asking 
for money.” 

She said the security guard, who 
started in his post on Monday, 
would be stationed there from 
8.30am to 3pm each day. 

The parent said: “The school has 
done the right thing as it’s done it 
for the students’ safety. Quite a 
few parents share my opinion. It’s 
a disgrace and not acceptable.” 

A spokeswoman for the school, 
which is rated outstanding by Of- 
sted, has 394 pupils and whose 
motto is Happy Days - Believe and 
Succeed, said: “The safety and 
wellbeing of all pupils is our great¬ 
est priority, and we are grateful to 
the parents and carers who sup¬ 
port us in keeping our school a 
safe place to be. 

“We are very disappointed at 
having to spend valuable re¬ 
sources on traffic management 
personnel because a small minori¬ 
ty of parents have persistently ig¬ 
nored our requests not to use the 
car park and driven in, causing 
congestion and safety issues, so 
much so that the fire brigade was 
recently unable to gain access, for¬ 
tunately while on a non-emer¬ 
gency visit.”

Mini tornadoes twist into town 


“Mini tornadoes” battered 
the area on Saturday after¬ 
noon bringing down trees 
and adding to flooding. 

Trees crashed blocking 
Downs Road and a footpath 
parallel to Longmead Road, 
in Epsom, as well as Sutton 
Lane near Belmont during 
the brief but ferocious squall 
on Saturday afternoon. 

Sky News reported a fun¬ 
nel-shaped formation had 
been spotted above Epsom 
and other towns in Surrey 


by ALICE FOSTER 
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after 4.30pm. 

Sarah Morris told What’s 
On in Banstead she was out 
walking on Epsom Downs 
with her children when it 
hit: “It was totally surreal, a 
tad scary and really quite 
painful, walking through the 
middle of it being pelted by 
tornado hail in the face. 

“The poor kids were 
sobbing and the dog was 


rather freaked out. Vision 
was only a couple of feet and 
the lightning just added to 
the dramatic effect.” 

Ian Anderson, from Hawks 
Hill Close, Fetcham, said: 
“The sky turned black, the 
rain and then hail started 
and shortly afterwards the 
wind whipped into a frenzy, 
at first moving our garden 
furniture from one side of 
the patio to the other and 
then the wind just seemed 
like it had lost control.” 


He said two trees crashed 
down within inches of his 
house, adding: “It felt like we 
were in a war zone with all 
the sound.” 

Caroline Baldock was 
caught in traffic in Dorking 
Road, Epsom. She said: 
“There were strong gusts of 
wind. 

“I had a job to get home be¬ 
cause there were so many 
trees down.” 

The Met Office said torna¬ 
does are quite frequent in 


Britain, but very hard to 
confirm unless they pass 
over a weather station. 

A Met Office spokesman 
said: “It took some people by 
surprise, I think. It was more 
the intensity in a very short 
space of time. 

“At the moment we have 
not recognised it as a torna¬ 
do. It’s possible there may 
have been some small torna¬ 
does because they are fairly 
common in the UK. It’s very 
difficult to verify them.” 


Meeting 
on floods 

A council leader has de¬ 
scribed as “an absolute dis¬ 
grace” Mole Valley not being 
invited to a flood recovery 
meeting with a Government 
minister on Monday. 

Local Government Minister 
Brandon Lewis is due to dis¬ 
cuss the flood problems with 
local authorities from the 
south-east of England. 

Despite not receiving an in¬ 
vitation to the meeting, Coun¬ 
cillor Chris Towns-end, leader 
of Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil, said he and the chief exec¬ 
utive, Yvonne Rees, plan to 
attend the meeting anyway, 
after another council told 
them about it. 

Coun Townsend said: “We 
have been told by another 
district. 

“Why was Mole Valley not 
on that list? It’s an absolute 
disgrace. We had it as bad as 
anyone.” 

He said he wanted to raise 
the issue of making sure flood 
defences were set up to defend 
the River Mole and ensuring 
they had more information on 
building on flood plains.

Residents in flood-hit Ewell 
Village have two more 
issue to contend 
with - power cuts and gas 
works. 

Floodwater remains out¬ 
side Bourne Hall park in 
the High Street and 18 
nearby properties suffered 
a power cut last Wendes- 
day, and another one the 
following day, with engi¬ 
neers having to work 
through the night to re¬ 
store power. 

A UK Power Networks 
spokesman apologised to 
those affected by the 


power cuts. 

He said: “The problems 
have been caused by an in¬ 
termittent fault on our 
low-voltage underground 
network which were ini¬ 
tially difficult to pinpoint. 

“This can occur when heat 
produced at the time of the 
fault reseals the cable, 
meaning that no permanent 
fault is evident.” 

And seven-weeks of road¬ 
works to replace the gas 
mains in Ewell High Street 
started on Monday. 

The metal pipeline is 
being replaced with a plas¬ 


tic pipe to ensure safe gas 
supply according to South¬ 
ern Gas Networks. 

Brian Angus, chairman 
of Ewell Village Residents’ 
Association, said he is frus¬ 
trated by the lack of action 
over the flooding. 

He said: “Although the 
key players are not talking 
to me directly, they are say¬ 
ing: ‘We must leave the wa¬ 
ters levels to lower 
naturally otherwise more 
serious problems would be 
caused downstream’.” 

But he said: “It is not 
your normal flooding. 


“We are in an area of 
springs and all the 
springs lag behind the 
rainfall for several 
months. 

Therefore, I 
don’t think standing 
around waiting for flood 
water to go down will 
work. It could take more 
than days. The sluices 
out of Bourne Hall lake 
need to be lowered.” 

Mr Angus said following 
the mini tornadoes, the 
flooding was: “as high as it 
has ever been, it’s not 
going away.” 


Mole Valley District 
Council is offering coun¬ 
cil tax support to resi¬ 
dents who have had to 
vacate their homes due to 
the recent floods. 

It has announced it will 
provide financial support 
through a discretionary 
hardship provision fund 
for residents whose 
household insurance 
does not cover flooding. 

The deal is subject to 
remedial works taking 
place to make it habitable 
again up to a maximum 
of 12 months.

A UK Power Networks 
spokesman said the sub¬ 
station was undamaged and 
power supplies were 
unaffected. 
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Nescot: ‘Back homes plan or else’ 


Give us permission to build a 
retirement village and 91 
homes, or run the risk of 
having a giant supermarket on 
your doorstep when we sell off 
the land. 

That was the stark warning 
last week from Nescot College 
that has submitted revised 
plans to Epsom Council to 
build 91 homes on 14-acres of 
its campus in Reigate Road, 
Ewell, while partner the Good¬ 
man Group has submitted 
plans create 120 units there for 
elderly people. 

The college wants to develop 
the land, currently used to care 
for farm animals, so it can 
raise £14m to fund renovations 
on the rest of the campus and 
bring its ageing facilities into 
the 21st century. 

The college altered its origi¬ 
nal proposals to house 600 
students there in the face of 
fierce opposition from residents.

But concerns remain over 
traffic, loss of open space and 
character, and greater pres¬ 
sure on heath and education 
services. 

A Nescot spokeswoman said: 
“If they do not get planning 
permission, they will have no 
other choice but to sell the land 
unconditionally. 

“It is better the devil you 
know than the devil you don’t. 

“It’s about the future of a fine 
educational institution, it’s 
about people’s grandchildren 
having somewhere to live and 
it’s about a decent way of life 
for elderly people.” 

Residents have reacted an¬ 
grily to the threat that the 
land could be sold off to a 
supermarket. 

One commented on the story 

on epsomguardian.co.uk, 



saying: “I for one do not appre¬ 
ciate these scare tactics to 
muster support for this plan by 
Nescot. 

“If this scheme does not get 
planning permission then I 
suspect a huge supermarket on 
the site would also fail to 
obtain planning consent.” 

Earlier this month the col¬ 
lege got permission to trans¬ 
form its campus and it is under 
pressure to use a £7m Govern¬ 
ment grant as soon as possible. 


A further £14m of match 
funding is required to replace 
facilities on its campus with 
state-of-the-art buildings for 
hair and beauty, physiothera¬ 
py and construction courses. 

A Nescot spokeswoman said: 
“It’s a benefit to the rest of the 
community that these facilities 
will be able to provide on-site 
care. 

“If they don’t get this done, 
then we will be looking at 
a very shaky future for the 


college. Is that really what the 
people of Epsom and Ewell 
want?” 

Nescot’s principal Sunaina 
Mann said: “Not developing 
our animal husbandry site is 
not an option; it is the only 
asset we can release to raise 
the funds to secure the col¬ 
lege’s future.” 

She said the plans would ben¬ 
efit the council and the bor¬ 
ough as more homes are 
needed and there was also a 
growing need for nursing 
care, dementia provision and 
private care units 

Simon Webster, managing di¬ 
rector of the Goodman Group, 
said: “The intergenerational 
partnership with Nescot will 
enrich the lives of both the se¬ 
niors and students. 

“We look forward to pro-ac¬ 
tively building relationships 
with the local community."

A statement to parents on the school’s 
website said: “Despite repeated pleas 
some parents have continued to exploit 
the car park, causing mayhem at peak 
times and significant danger to pupils. 

“Staff have, on occasion, been subject to 
some rather nasty language when chal¬ 
lenging unauthorised users so we will be 
employing an outside agent to man the 
gate. 

“He will be instructed to only allow ac¬ 
cess to those members of staff, governors, 
taxis and parents who are permitted to 
use the car park. Everyone else will be 
turned away and will not be allowed in. 

“We have also taken the measure of 
locking the car park gates adjacent to the 
nursery, in order to safeguard our chil¬ 
dren and prevent pupils and parents from 
walking through the car park. 

“I am naturally regretful of the need to 
divert funds away from the classrooms 
and instead use money to employ a secu¬ 
rity guard, however the safety of our chil¬ 
dren is paramount and I cannot allow the 
risk of injury to continue.” 


Duo deny

District Judge Barbara 
Barnes refused bail appli¬ 
cations from the defen¬ 
dants and remanded them 
in custody until the trial. 

After the decision Mr 
Robertson, who wore a 
green T-shirt, threw up 
his hands while standing 
in the dock next to Miss 
Mill, who had a blue scarf 
and wore her hair in a 
ponytail.

The equestrian community 
is worried that a historic 
stable - that once trained a 
Prince of Wales racehorse - 
could soon be lost to 
development. 

A horsewoman running 
livery stables at Priam 
Lodge, in Burgh Heath 
Road, Epsom, has had her 
tenancy terminated with ef¬ 
fect from February 10. 

Caroline Baldock, who has 
previously fought to save 
training yard Downs House 
and Durdans Stables, said 
enthusiasts need to cam¬ 
paign to ensure Priam 
Lodge is not sold for use 
outside the equestrian 
industry. 

Ms Baldock said: “My 
heart sinks at the thought 
that yet another equestrian 
property might possibly be

taken off the list of avail¬ 
able properties for horse 
trainers here. I think it’s 
just appalling.” 

Becky Hewlett, who has 
kept horses at the livery 
yard for several years, said 
she had a month’s notice to 
find new stables for 14 hors¬ 
es before her tenancy ends. 

Ms Hewlett said: “I’m dev¬ 
astated, but that’s the risk 
with rental. There’s a lot of 
people who work with hors¬ 
es but only a small number 
own property.” 

Her landlord could not be 
reached for comment. 


Priam’s rich racing history 


Bill Eacott, the author of books 
on the history of racehorse 
training in Epsom, said the 
Prince of Wales’ feathers once 
hung above the clock at Priam 
Lodge. 

Mr Eacott said: “In the late 
19th century, Albert, Prince of 
Wales, later King Edward, had 
his chasers and hurdlers trained 
there, first by John Jones, and 


then by Arthur Nightingall.” 

During the 1950s, trainer Vic 
Smith used the lodge as one of 
his yards before it was bought 
by Gay Kindersley, of the Guin¬ 
ness family. 

Mr Kindersley’s trainer, Don 
Butchers, trained Saffron Tartan 
to win the Cheltenham Gold 
Cup in 1961 and the King 
George VI Chase in 1960.

A mystery buyer has pulled 
out of a deal to purchase an 
“incomparable” historic house 
and stables right next to 
Epsom Downs Racecourse. 

The 18th century listed, five- 
bedroom Downs House, on 
Epsom Downs, has 10.6 acres of 
grass and woodland, a barn, 
bothy, training yard and 43 
horse boxes, all within a few 
hundred yards of the start line 
of the world famous Epsom 
Derby. 

Epsom Council took back 
control of the run-down prop¬ 
erty in July 2012 after deciding 
not to renew the lease of its last 
trainer, Philip Mitchell, in 2007. 

After deliberating what to do 
with it for months, it appointed 
horseracing and equestrian

specialist Bidwells to sell it - 
though it said it would also 
consider letting it on a 125-year 
lease, preferably to someone in 
the racing industry, with a 
guide price of £l.lm. 

Last summer, it was an¬ 
nounced that a potential pur¬ 
chaser, whose identity was 
never revealed, had been 
found. 

But a spokesman for the 
council has revealed that, de¬ 
spite extensive negotiatons 
with the council, the offer has 
been withdrawn. 

He said: “The council has re¬ 
ceived confirmation that the 
prospective purchaser of 


Downs House has withdrawn. 

“Naturally, we are disap¬ 
pointed, and we will be review¬ 
ing all our options before 
deciding how to proceed.” 

Bidwells’ sales literature de¬ 
scribes Downs House as “an in¬ 
comparable property full of 
racing history” and “the best 
seat in the house” in “a truly 
enviable position”. 

When it was put on the mar¬ 
ket, concerns were raised 
about cash-strapped councils 
selling off properties for far 
less than their market value. 

Following Mr Mitchell’s evic¬ 
tion, Epsom’s equestrians 
started a petition, led by Caro¬ 
line Baldock, to ensure Downs 
House remained in the horse 
racing industry.

Campaigners fear law 
could threaten hospital

Health campaigners are urging 
MPs to block a new law that they 
fear could see Epsom Hospital 
downgraded with minimal public 
consultation. 

The Government is facing 
mounting pressure over clause 118 
of the care bill, which is currently 
going through Parliament. 

The clause states that a “trust 
administrator” taking action in re¬ 
lation to a hospital trust in finan¬ 
cial difficulties can take action: 
“Including in relation to another 
NHS trust, which is necessary for 
and consequential on action taken 
in relation to that NHS trust.” 

Campaigners argue that this 
could result in the closure of hos¬ 
pitals near a hospital trust in fi¬ 
nancial difficulties - as was the 
case last year with Lewisham Hos¬ 
pital, in south London. 

The clause would give clinical 
commissioning groups (CCGs) 
just 40 days to consult on any 
changes proposed by a trust ad¬ 
ministrator, a drastic reduction on 
the sort of public consultation 
which health campaigners believe 
eventually resulted in Surrey 
Downs CCG (SDCCG) walking out 
on the controversial Better Ser¬ 
vices Better Value (BSBV) review.

It also says the views of a CCG 
about the reconfigurations of 
their hospital services could be 
overruled by NHS England. 

Epsom health activist Bob Mack- 
ison is urging people to contact 
MP Chris Grayling to oppose 
clause 118, saying it is “a big step 
in the wrong direction”. 

Jane Race, who campaigned ex¬ 
tensively against the BSBV re¬ 
view, said: “If planners are from 
other areas that they wish to im¬ 
prove, there is a danger that they 
ignore the evidence, of both the 
quality of local hospitals and the 
potential lack of provision of vital 
services locally, in order to move 
resources to struggling areas. 

“The answer must be to allow 
local doctors to work with central 
planners.” 

Residents’ Association and 


Independent Surrey County 
Councillor Nick Harrison, who 
represents Nork and Tattenhams, 
was made aware of the clause by 
worried constituents and agreed 
that SDCGG’s consultation with 
the public and GPs was key in 
halting the BSBV process. 

He said: “After so much public 
consultation and input into what 
should happen at Epsom, the Sec¬ 
retary of State could just dictate 
what happens. Contact your MPs.” 

Richard Davy, a director of 
Healthwatch Surrey, which repre¬ 
sents patients’ views, said having a 
40-day consultation period would 
be too limiting and clause 118 
would reduce local accountability 
and centralise decision-making. 

But Epsom MP Chris Grayling 
insisted people have got “the 
wrong end of the stick”. 

He said: “What the clause does 
not do is to create a situation 
where the Government can unilat¬ 
erally close down Epsom’s A&E 
department without public con¬ 
sultation. 

“If it did, it would be intolerable, 
I would not remotely accept it and 
Jeremy Hunt would not have pro¬ 
posed it.”

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Diary inspires young 


The diary of one of the 
soldiers on the roll of 
honour at St Barnabas 
Church has been used to 
educate generations of 
schoolchildren about the 
horrors of the First 
World War. 

Teacher Hilary Wilson, 
the great-niece of 
Sergeant Ernest Cole¬ 
man, contacted the 
Epsom Guardian after 
reading about him in the 
newspaper. 

Sgt Coleman, 18, who 
was in the Machine Gun 
Corps, survived the 
Somme, but is believed to 
have been killed by an 
enemy sniper at Arras in 
April 1917. 

Mrs Wilson, who works 
at Itchen Sixth Form Col¬ 
lege in Southampton, in¬ 
herited his trench diary 
and uses it during re¬ 
membrance assemblies. 

It had also been used 
during history lessons at 
local secondary schools. 

She said: “I have the 
portrait of Ernest, paint¬ 
ed from a photo, hanging 
on my wall alongside his 
citation of remembrance. 

“I can assure you that 
he is not forgotten. No 
one who has read his 
diary can fail to be moved 
by the intelligence, pas¬ 
sion and humour in those 
words, written in such

terrible circumstances.” 

Mrs Wilson’s parents 
were married in St Barn¬ 
abas Church in October 
1947 and she said: “I 
would like to think that 
Ernest’s name was on dis¬ 
play on the roll of honour 
at that time as mum al¬ 
ways thought of him as a 
favourite uncle whom she 
never knew. 

“I am sad to hear from 
my godmother, who still 
lives in Temple Road, 
that there has been such 
a fuss about this. 

“I do hope the scrolls 
can be returned to 
their rightful place, 
especially with this 
year’s World War I cente¬ 
nary commemorations.” 


Church discusses new 
way to honour war dead

A church, which controver¬ 
sially removed its rolls of 
honour two decades ago, is 
planning to create a new 
memorial to honour its war 
dead. 

Approval for the idea was 
given by the parochial 
church council (PCC) of St 
Barnabas, in Temple Road, 
Epsom, on Wednesday, Jan¬ 
uary 22, and it is to set up 
a working party on the 
issue. 

Researchers, church mem¬ 
bers, residents and relatives 
of its war dead are invited to 
a public meeting on Monday, 
February 10, to help decide 
the best way to remember the 
fallen. 

The idea of creating a 
memorial was sparked by 
calls for the church to bring 
back its rolls of honour, for 
both world wars, which have 
been languishing in the 
archives at Surrey History 
Centre in Woking. 

In an email to local histori¬ 
an Clive Gilbert last week, 
the vicar Rev Michael Pre¬ 
ston, said: “I am glad to say 
that the PCC agreed to seek

On January 13, members of

It had been suggested that 
the scrolls, one of which was 
illuminated by a noted artist, 
had never been on display at 
the church. 

But Mr Gilbert, a re¬ 
searcher at Epsom and Ewell 
Local and Family History 
Centre, who first raised the 
issue, said he has found evi¬ 
dence that the rolls were 
once displayed at St 
Barnabas. 

A church minute, dated De¬ 
cember 7, 1948, said: “This 
meeting recommends that a 
framed roll of honour giving 
the names of those killed 
in the recent world war, 
and similar to the one 
already in existence to 
the First World War, be 
placed at the end of the 
church.”

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Clinic restarts in town centre to 
the delight of patients and staff

“It’s so nice to be back” was 
the message from patients 
attending clinics in Epsom 
town centre that were contro¬ 
versially axed last summer. 

Miles Freeman, chief officer 
of Surrey Downs clinical com¬ 
missioning group (SDCCG), 
decided not to renew the con¬ 
tract of the Epsom Downs in¬ 
tegrated care services (Edics) 
last August - forcing the or¬ 
ganisation into administra¬ 
tion and the closure at short 
notice of a number of its NHS 
clinics. 

One of these was its recently 
redeveloped flagship clinic at 
the Ebbisham Centre, in 
Derby Square, Epsom. 

But on Monday, January 20, 
patients returned to the 
Ebbisham Centre for clinics, 
run by a new provider Ep- 
somedical Group, but with 
many of the same clinicians, 
including ex-Edics sister 
Anita Webb. 

Following the closure of 
Edics, services were trans¬ 
ferred from the Ebbisham 
Centre to the Epsom Day 
Surgery Unit at the Old 
Cottage Hospital, in Alexan¬ 
dra Road, Epsom, and 
Cobham Hospital. 

With the exception of day

case surgery and podiatry 
services, which make regular 
use of x-ray and will, there¬ 
fore, continue to take place at 
the two hospitals, all the other 
services Edics used to run at 
the Ebbisham Centre are now 
back there. 

This includes dermatology, 
non-cosmetic plastic surgery 
and hands and, additionally, 
urology, gynaecology, gas¬ 
troenterology and colorectal 
services. 

Keeley Dossi, outpatient 
manager for Epsomedical 
Group, said: “We could not 
provide the services at the Old 
Cottage Hospital as there was 
not the capacity. 

“Before opening the clinics 
in the Ebbisham Centre, we 
ran a couple of dummy runs 
and the response from the pa¬ 
tients was ‘It’s so nice to be 
back’. They were even more 
delighted that Anita is back 
with us.” 

Mr Freeman, who welcomed 
the move, said SDCCG is still 
locked in an adjudication 
process with Edics, which is 
believed to be seeking about 
£2.5m to pay creditors and 


people who provided services 
for it prior to its collapse. 

He added: “As an NHS or¬ 
ganisation we do have a duty 
to spend public money appro¬ 
priately and we take this 
responsibility very seriously. 

“We are disappointed at 
the length of time the 
adjudication process is taking 
and are pressing for 


resolution as quickly as 
possible.” 

He said the CCG is monitor¬ 
ing closely the arrangements 
that were put in place with al¬ 
ternative providers following 
the demise of Edics. 

Mr Freeman added: “As 
part of a wider review we are 
making sure that the 
specialist clinics we commis¬ 


sion are providing high quali¬ 
ty care, are aligned to local 
health priorities and are de¬ 
livering good value for money. 

“Once this review is com¬ 
plete, we will be using the 
findings to deliver further im¬ 
provements in patient care 
and ensure we have the right 
clinics and services in place 
for our patients’ longer term.”

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Shifting emphasis to 
late evening not night

Epsom’s dynamic police inspector 
is backing plans to turn the his¬ 
toric market town into an evening 
entertainment and shopping 
hotspot. 

Neighbourhood Inspector Craig 
Knight said he is “absolutely be¬ 
hind” Epsom’s business develop¬ 
ment manager Adam Worley’s 
plans to stimulate the evening 
economy in Epsom by having 
shops open later and offering en¬ 
tertainment for visitors. 

The charity challenge-loving po¬ 
liceman said the focus of Epsom’s 
evening identity needs to change 
from one of “late night” to “late 
evening”, believing that the town 
is simply not suitable to develop 
further the former. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian on a break from the 
beat, he said: “Adam Worley and I 
discussed late evening opening at 
an early stage and I concur with 
what he is saying. 

“At the moment, Epsom’s identi¬ 
ty is a bit blurred. It’s full of op¬ 
portunity and the people who live 
and work here are the ones who 
come here. 

“If you then turn somewhere 
like this into an evening economy 
and had a different sort of

licensing in operation that would 
change the feel of the town 
completely. 

“I don’t think Epsom is a suit¬ 
able place for a nightclub and a 
late-night economy and that’s not 
because the bars and clubs are not 
being run properly, but because 
the infrastructure necessary for it 
isn’t in place to get people into and 
out of Epsom quickly. You would 
end up stranded of a night.” 


Insp Knight said developing the 
offering around cinemas, theatres 
and shopping in the evening 
would be a positive move. 

He said: “Epsom effectively dies 
between seven to eight and 10pm, 
it’s not as vibrant as it could be. 

“It’s about changing the empha¬ 
sis to ‘let’s go into Epsom tonight 
as a family’. We have got the re¬ 
sources, as long as the town 
makes a decision about where it 
wants its economy to be. 

“We would have to look very 
carefully at how we deal with it, 
but it’s very achievable as long as 
resources are structured around 
moving away from a night-time 
economy to a later evening one. 

“If the town is seriously genuine 
about driving forward a late 
evening economy we have to re¬ 
tract from a night-time economy 
to do it. 

“The question the people of 
Epsom need to be asked is what is 
it that they want from their 
town?” 

He said the police force is flexi¬ 
ble and can react to demand, but 
later evening opening every day 
would be a challenge for his 15- 
strong team of police officers, con¬ 
sidering officers from other areas 
already have to come in to help his 
team patrol the town at night on 
weekends.

Rent is value for money 

Research shows most tenants happy with arrangements

The majority of tenants say their 
rent provides good value for 
money, according to new 
research. 

According to the National 
Landlords Association, more 
than seven in 10 tenants (73 per 
cent) rated their rent as good or 
very good when asked their 
opinion on whether it 
represented value for money. 

One in five (20 per cent) 
perceived their rent as ‘poor’ 
value, while just three per cent 
rated it as very poor. 

The findings also show that the 
majority of landlords haven’t 
increased rents in the last 12 
months, with three quarters of 
tenants reporting they’re paying 
the same rent (72 per cent) or a 
lesser amount (3 per cent) 
compared with a year ago. 

In total, 85 per cent of tenants 
said they were happy with the 
length of their most recent 
tenancy agreement and four in 
five (79 per cent) said that their 
tenancy was either renewed or 
continued on to a rolling 
Statutory Periodic Tenancy (SPT) 
at the end of the previous fixed 
term period. 

When it comes to the end of the 
tenancy, fewer than two per cent 
of tenants said their landlord 
ended their last tenancy (1 per 
cent) or felt they were forced to 
move out because of increases to 
their rent (0.6 per cent). Three per 
cent of tenants said they decided 
to move on or end their last 
tenancy of their own accord. 

Carolyn Uphill, chairman of the 
National Landlords Association, 
said: “It’s pleasing to see that so 
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many tenants perceive their rent 
as good value because landlords 
face a lot of unjustified criticism 
for the rising costs of living. 

“The NLA has long argued that 
rent levels in the UK are a 
consequence of a market 
economy, with the determining 
factor at present being a chronic 
undersupply of affordable 
housing, compounded by 
lethargic efforts on the part of 
Government to foster more 
construction. 

“On the whole the findings are 
encouraging for tenants: they
